PIECES OF BONE, METAL, WOOD 
AND IVORY FROM EVERY 
PERIOD IN HISTORY 


(By United Pro**) 
Beloit, WI*., Nov. 6. 
A collection 
of specimens of the handiwork of 
man from Hie time of the bronse age, 
8,000 to 10.000 years ago, way back 
to the time when mull first emerged 
from the animal stute, some 500,000 
years ago, have been brought front 
Europe by Alonzo Pond, Beloit col­ 
lege graduate, and added to the col­ 
lection* at the Logan museum, mak­ 
ing this moaceum the most important 
one In the United Staten In Its ma­ 
terial on the early stages of man. 
especially the stone age. 
Pieces of bone, metal, wood aud 
Ivory from every period in history of 
man are In tho collection and will 
be used by the college in its course*. 
With tho now material collected by 
Pond In France, England, .Switzer­ 
land and Denmark during the past 
summer, and representing a heavy 
outlay in money Beloit college Is per­ 
haps better equipped to teach tho 
development of man than any other 
school in the United States. 
Beloit college, because of this col­ 
lection, may be the meeting place in 
the future of some of the most noted 
students of prehistoric man In the 
country, 
who, 
rather than 
go to 
Europe, will come to this institution, 
Pond, w ho lias bad much expel i- 
enee in paleontology prior to this 
visit, sailed from New York on May 
24 
and 
returned 
home 
recently. 
Many of the specimens are already In 
the museum while more are still to 
come. 
Necklace 75,000 Years Old 
Among the most valuable of the 
specimens la a necklace, of 137 piece 
of ivory, bone and stone made In the 
aurignacian period, 75,000 years ago. 
In the rest of ihe world, th eft are 
but 120 such beads, and two of the 
pieces of tho necklace here are abso­ 
lutely unique Iii the world 
an Ivory 
fish and two pendants. 
From a scientific standpoint tile 
most Important pieces bi ought back 
by Pond are the 36 carvings on stone 
belonging to the magdelenean period, 
some 30,000 or more years ago. These 
are the only ones of this kind in 
America, a rid were found in a cave 
at Lliiieuil, In the southern part of 
France. 
They are small 
slabs of 
stone on which are drawn crude out­ 
lines of animals arid from the condi­ 
tion of the stone and from evidence 
in the cave itself, it has been deduct­ 
ed that there was once an “art class” 
In this cave. The pictures are drawn 
on the walls of the cave, but on 
separate pieces, of stone. 
The specimens of the earliest stage 
of man obtained by Pond are 500,000 
years old, the period when man was 
Just beginning to acquire reasoning 
power, distinguishing him from tho

Presidency 
was the capstone of a long life of 
public service, th a t includes the steps 
of city councillor, clerk of courts, 
mayor, state 
representative, 
state 
senator, president of State 
senate, 
lieu ten an t governor and vice-presi­ 
dent. 
All these offices except 
the 
last 
w ere held by him in his adopted town 
of N ortham pton and in his adopted 
sta te of M assachusetts. 
To 
him 
M assachusetts is home, b u t his heart 
still tu rn s to the hills of Verm ont 
w here he lived as a boy. 
C a l v i n 
Coolidge, 
significantly 
enough to those who read th in g s in 
term s of omens, was born on F o u rth 
of Ju ly m orning, 187 2, in the tiny 
m o u n tain ham let of P lym outh, V er­ 
m ont. 
Behind his cradle stretched gen­ 
erations of a P u rita n in h e ritan ce on 
one side and P ro te sta n t Irish on the 
other. 
The Coolidges trace fh elrfh o m e ever since 
descent in the United States from a 
fam ily of Coolidges who settled 
in 
W aterto w n , Mass., in 1630, though 
th e line is not clear betw een them 
and Jo h n Coolidge, who settled P ly ­ 
m outh in 1780. 
His 
m other, V ictoria 
Josephine 
Moor sp ru n g from th a t stu rd y Irish 
stock w hich did m uch to transform 
th e w ildernesses of V erm ont, 
New 
H am pshire and M aine to fertile fields 
in th e late 1600’s and early 1700’s. 
Thus, the h eritag e of Calvin Cool­ 
idge was Englisli-Irish. 
The house­ 
hold into w hich he was born was of 
th e purest New E ngland type, n o t­ 
able for its frugality, its God-fearing 
devotion to principles of conduct and 
religion, 
sheltered, 
back 
in 
that 
m o u n tain nook, from the relaxation 
th a t tainted the same 
heritag e 
of 
fam ilies in the more populous Massa­ 
chusetts lowlands. 
The house in w hich Calvin Cool­ 
idge was born was a tiny cottage, tho 
back room of his fa th e r’s store. 
The 
event was u n atten d ed by 
doctors, 
m em bers of the fam ily alone officiat­ 
ing. 
P lym outh when Calvin Cool­ 
idge was born, was much the same as 
it is now. 
In 187 2, th ere wrere five 
or six houses, barns, a store, a church, 
a district school and a cheese factory. 
Today, there is one more house. 
The 
village was and is 12 miles from the 
nearest 
railroad, 
situ ated 
am ong 
boulder strew n fields th at nestled be­ 
n eath a rin g of etern al hills. 
The population th en as today were 
engaged in the serious business of 
w restlin g a living from the u n p ro p i­ 
tious circum stances in w hich 
they 
found themselves. 
Few pleasures or 
conveniences were available or de­ 
sired. 
Such as they were, however, 
could have been provided by tile boy’s 
fath er, for he was a m an of im port­ 
ance. 
He had then and has since 
served in both the assembly and sen­ 
ate of his state, been constable, mod­ 
erato r, and held other public offices. 
P rim arily , however, he was a farmer. 
Boyhood of Coolidge 
In th is atm osphere 
of 
austerity 
and the strictly business side of liv­ 
ing, Calvin Coolidge was reared. The 
boy w as not strong or active despite 
th e in h eritan ce of the big bony frame 
of his forefathers. 
All his life this 
circum stance kept him from playing 
th a t p art am ong the gam es of child­ 
hood and youth th a t other boys play­ 
ed. 
Evidence is th a t Calvin was 
m ore serious th a n average. 
This is 
ascribed to the u tte r sim plicity and 
alm ost m onastic severity of his home 
life. 
Calvin 
had

chores to do and he did them w ith ­

“ I never had to tell him to do a

A visitor to the Coolidge household

His two collegiate triu m p h s were 
the w in n in g of a prize in intercolle­ 
giate com petition w ith an essay e n ­ 
titled “ Principles of the A m erican 
R evolution,” and his selection to de­ 
liver the class oration at com m ence­ 
ment.

A quarter of a million aliens are 
coming into the United State* a n ­ 
nually, all of whom hope to become 
citizens of this country, R. K. Doe, 
naturalization officer, told the Brain­ 
erd Lions club at its weekly l u n c h ­ 
eon 
Wednesday evening, 
Mr. 
Doe 
was in tile city in charge of the ex­ 
amination of twenty-six aliens seen* 
ing citizenship at the present term 
of the district court. 
Up to tile year 1906 practically no 
attempt 
was 
made 
to 
ascertain 
whether or not a 
person desiring 
ttizenship was really eligible for 
that Important trust, said the speak­ 
er. 
No matter how little conception 
he had of what citizenship in this 
country means, the alien could easily 
become naturalized if he could p ly 
the small registration fee, and comd 
vote even though he hardly under- 
tnod the langur;; - and customs < i 
the United States. 
Mr. Doc stated 
that he was born in Europe, coming 
to tills country when a young man. 
and that he gained hi* citizenship 
la this manner. 
Since that time, America lias a d ­ 
vanced Tepidly in its citizenship la^s 
because the country came to realize 
that citizenship is a great responsi­ 
bility and that it requires proper 
qualification on Hie part of the alien 
before he is entitled to its rights.

person desiring 
citizenship 
was really eligible for 
tha t important trust, said the spe ak­ 
er. 
No m a tte r how little conception 
lie had of w h at citizenship in this 
country means, the alien could easily 
become naturalized if he could pay 
the small registration fee, and could 
vote even though ho hardly u n d e r ­ 
stood tho l a n g u a g ' and customs of 
the United Slates. 
Mr. Doe stated 
that he was born in Europe, cornin 
to this country when a young man, 
and th a t he gained hi.s citizenship 
a this manner. 
Since that time, America lias a d ­ 
vanced rapidly in its citizenship laws 
because the country came to realize 
th a t citizenship is a great responsi­ 
bility and 
th a t it requires proper 
qualification on tho part of the alien 
before he is e n t itle d - to its rights. 
Everyone should take a deep in ­ 
terest in polities, asserted Mr. Dot. 
hut everyone should remember that 
first he was a citizen of this country 
before he was a Republican, Dem* - 
erat, or F arm er-Labor supporter and 
th a t each citizen owes it to our gov­ 
ern m e n t to place it.s welfare ahead 
of any party obligations.

These aliens come to 
our country from a homeland that

happiness,

America. 
Mr. Doe made a strong plea for 
the citizen*? to take a deeper interest 
in those aliens who are ap plyin g for 
naturalization. 
He sail! th a t in the 
eighteen years that he lias been in 
his present work, only three persons 
have eor#e to him concerning the 
desirability of adm itting an appli­ 
cant to citizenship. 
All applicant’s names are posted
